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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chen (US 6,758,014). 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 4-12, US'014 teaches of a rectangular frame (See 
elements 3, Fig. 1 on both sides creating a rectangular frame) with element 3 (Fig. 16) 
being the principal rafter supporting the main beam (See intermediary, vertically 
oriented beams 4 between pillars 11). The intermediary beams do not have a number 
label, however they are adjacent the on frame. The corners of the frame 3 are arranged 
such that a plate (17) is pinned to said pillars (See Fig. 11). 
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Regarding claim 3, US'014 teaches of secondary support members (See 
clamping plate, 35 Fig. 17) that add supports for external mesh (5). 

Regarding claims 13-16, US'014 teaches of all of the critical elements of the 
invention, as claimed, therefore inherently discloses the method steps that are 
necessary to erect the framework. Building a rectangular frame and placing it upon 
pillars and pinning it together is notoriously well-known and previously disclosed in the 
art.
